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MARKET  REVIEW 

The  Secretary  on  November  17  announced  that  he  was  considering  the 
establishment  of  10.4  million  short  tons,  raw  value,  as  the  amount  of 
sugar  needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  consumers  in  the"  continental 
United  States  in  1968.  The  press  release  appears  beginning  at  page  6. 
The  proposed  order  was  published  in  full  in  the  Federal  Register  of 
November  22  ,   1967  . 

Primary  distribution  of  sugar  for  consumption  in  the  continental  United 
States  for  1967  through  November  11  amounted  to  8,945,000  short  tons, 
raw  value.  In  the  comparable  period  last  year,  distribution  was  slightly 
larger,  amounting  to  8,977,000  tons. 

Sugar  sales  had  been  below  normal  during  the  third  quarter  and  at  the 
end  of  that  period  distribution  for  the  year  was  about  143,000  tons  less 
than  during  the  same  period  of  1966. 

Recovery  was  marked  in  October  although  some  improvement  had  been 
noted  in  late  September.  Even  though  distribution  for  that  month  was 
about  30,000  tons  or  three  percent  less  than  in  September  1966,  daily 
distribution  was  somewhat  greater.  Last  year  there  were  21  work  days 
on  which  deliveries  were  made  as  compared  with  20  such  days  this  year. 
Daily  deliveries  in  September  1966  averaged  50,376  tons  whereas  this 
year  they  averaged  51  ,  336  tons  .  Preliminary  reports  for  October  of 
this  year  indicate  that  deliveries  were  about  10.0,000  tons  larger  than 
during  October  of  last  year. 

The  western  region  continued  to  lag  behind  the  rest  of  the  country. 
Deliveries  to  that  region  for  the  period  January  -  September  1967  were 
about  5.9  percent  less  than  in  the  same  period  of  1966.  For  the  other" 
regions,  deliveries  for  that  period  were  less  than  in  the  preceding  year 
by  the  following  percentages:  New  England  1.7,  Southern  1.3,  North 
Central  1.0,  Middle  Atlantic  0.1. 

For  the  same  period ,  deliveries  to  15  s.tates  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
showed  slight  increases  over  1966  with  all  other  states  showing  slight 
declines  except  for  California,  Vermont,  Minnesota,  South  Dakota, 
Idaho,  Nevada  and  Utah  where  the  declines  exceeded  7.5  percent. 
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Cane  sugar  refiners  reported  inventories  of  680,000  tons  of  raw  and  re- 
fined sugar  as  of  October  28,  1967.  This  was  about  31,  000  tons  less  than 
the  inventories  as  finally  determined  for  the  end  of  September  1967  but 
30,000  tons  larger  than  those  held  on  October  30  last  year.  Beet 
processors'  stocks  improved  during  October  as  the  harvest  got  fully 
under  way.  Preliminary  inventory  reports  indicate  637,000  tons  of  sugar 
on  hand  as  of  October  28,  1967  compared  with  332,000  tons  a  month 
earlier  and  733,000  tons  at  the  end  of  October  last  year. 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  at  New  York 
was  7..  37  cents  per  pound  on  November  21  and  averaged  7.37  cents  per 
pound  in  October.  On  October  2,  the  first  trading  day  of  that  month,  the 
quotation  was  7.35  cents.  It  rose  to  7.37  cents  on  October  6  and  to  7.40 
cents  on  October  25,  before  dropping  to  7.37  on  November  13.  The  av- 
erage for  October  1966  was  7.15  cents  and  for  the  January- October  1967 
period,  7.26  cents. 

Refiners  reduced  their  price  quotations  for  sugar  in  100-pound  paper 
bags  for  delivery  to  New  York  City  and  neighboring  parts  of  Connecticut 
and  New  Jersey  by  0.5  cent  per  pound  effective  as  of  November  14.  For 
deliveries  to  other  portions  of  the  Northeast,  the  reduction  amounted  to 
.15  cent  per  pound.  Both  of  these  actions  were  on  a  day-to-day  basis. 
Customers  with  fourth  quarter  contracts  at  higher  prices  also  have  the 
advantage  of  the  lower  prices  on  a  day-to-day  basis.  In  September  an 
increase  of  .15  cent  per  pound  in  the  wholesale  price  quotations  for  re- 
fined sugar  sold  in  the  Northeast,  Southeast  and  Gulf  regions  was 
announced.  This  increase  became  effective  the  first  trading  day  in 
October.  In  early  November  an  increase  of  .10  cent  per  pound  in  the 
price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  in  100 -pound  paper  bags  sold  in  the 
Chicago-West  territory  was  announced  with  the  provision  that  sales 
would  be  continued  on  day-to-day  basis  at  the  old  price  (9.75)  through 
the  balance  of  1967.  As  of  November  15  the  currently  effective  quota- 
tions for  the  basis  pack  in  the  several  regions  were:

The  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  in  five-pound  paper  bags  averaged 
nationally  12.16  cents  per  pound  for  September  1967  as  compared  with 
12.12  cents  per  pound  in  August  and  also  in  September  1966. 

The  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board,  on  the  basis  of  conditions  as  of 
November  1,  forecast  the  production  of  19.4  million  tons  of  sugarbeets 
for  1967.  This  is  five  percent  smaller  than  last  year  but  slightly  larger 
than  the  forecast  of  the  previous  month.  October  weather  generally 
favored  this  year's  late  sugarbeet  crop  and  some  improvement  over  the 
September  1  forecast  was  indicated  for  all  of  the  states  except  Minnesota, 
Colorado,  Washington  and  California.  Harvesting  was  well  advanced  in 
most  areas  and  had  been  completed  in  North  Dakota.  In  Colorado, 
digging  has  progressed  rapidly  and  by  the  end  of  October  85  percent  of 
the  crop  had  been  harvested  compared  to  60  percent  at  that  time  a  year 
ago;  yields,  however,  are  not  as  high  as  expected  a  month  earlier. 
Almost  ideal  weather  raised  yield  prospects  in  Montana  and  Wyoming 
where  harvest  was  more  than  three-fourths  complete. 

The  1967  crop  of  sugarcane  for  sugar  and  seed  in  Louisiana  is  now 
estimated  at  8.82  million  tons,  an  increase  of  315,000  tons  or  four  per- 
cent above  the  forecast  a  month  earlier.  The  crop  is  about  one-fourth 
larger  than  last  year's  .  No  change  occurred  during  the  month  with  re- 
spect to  the  forecast  for  Florida  and  Hawaii.  Harvest  got  underway  in 
Louisiana  in  early  October  and  as  of  November  17  was  about  40  percent 
complete.  Harvest  also  began  in  Florida  in  late  October. 

The  spot  quotation  for  world  market  sugar  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and 
Sugar  Exchange  averaged  2.15  cents  per  pound  f.o.b.  Caribbean  ports 
during  October.  This  compares  with  1.59  cents  per  pound  for  October 
1966  and  1.94  cents  for  the  period  January-October  1967.  On  November 
21  the  spot  price  was  2.30  cents  per  pound  and  on  that  date  prices  for 
futures  ranged  from  2.  53  cents  per  pound  for  March  1968  deliveries  to 
2.93  cents  per  pound  for  March  1969  delivery. 

The  Department's  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  on  November  17  esti- 
mated 1967-68  world  sugar  production  at  72  million  short  tons,  raw 
value.  At  the  same  time  the  estimate  for  the  1966-67  crop,  last  pub- 
lished in  June  as  71.9  million  tons,  was  revised  downward  to  71.5 
million  tons.  The  crop  years  are  those  for  which  the  harvest  begins 
between  May  1  of  the  first  named  year  and  April  30  of  the  second. 
Brazil,    Mexico,    Cuba,    the  Dominican  Republic  and   Argentina  were 
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among  the  countries  where  production  is  expected  to  decline.  Australia, 
India,  the  Philippines  and  the  countries  of  Western  Europe  as  a  group, 
are  expected  to  have  larger  production. 

The  International  Sugar  Council  and  its  several  committees  met  in 
London  during  the  week  of  November  13.  The  Council  adopted  its 
Statistical  Committee's  view  that  there  would  be  a  relative  balance 
between  production  and  consumption  in  1968;  that  there  would  be  no 
significant  increase  in  stocks,  and  that  world  import  requirements  would 
amount  to  16.5  million  tons.  The  Council  received  a  full  report  of  the 
discussions  held  by  a  pre-conf erence  committee  of  experts  in  Geneva 
during  late  October.  Dr.  Zdenek  Jung  of  Czechoslovakia  was  elected 
Chairman  and  Mr.  E.  A.  Odoi  of  Ghana,  Vice  Chairman  for  1968.

PROPOSED  SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS  FOR.  1968  ANNOUNCED 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman  on  Nov.  17,  1967  announced 
that  he  is  considering: 

(1)  A  determination  that  the  amount  of  sugar  needed  to  meet  the  .re- 
quirements of  consumers  in  the  continental  United  States  for  calendar 
year  1968  is  10.4  million  short  tons,  raw  value; 

(2)  The  establishment  of  annual  quotas  for  domestic  areas  and  foreign 
countries  totalling  that  amount;  and 

(3)  The  authorization  of  charges  to  the  quotas  for  foreign  countries  of 
2.  1  million  tons  of  raw  sugar  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  of  which 
quantity  the  sum  of  700,000  tons  plus  the  quantity  of  sugar  imported  this 
year  for  refining  and  storage  under  bond  may  be  charged  to  quotas  during 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

All  applications  for  set-asides  of  quota  for  importation  of  sugar  from 
various  countries  in  the  first  quarter  and  in  the  second  quarter  of  1968 
received  on  or  before  dates  to  be  announced  in  the  final  order  would  be 
considered  by  giving  first  priority  to  average  importations  in  the  first 
quarter  and  the  first  half  of  the  five  years  1963  to  1967  inclusive,  and 
second  priority  to  permitting  importations  from  a  country  with  insuffi- 
cient history  of  up  to  20  percent  of  its  annual  quota  in  the  first  quarter 
and  charges  to  its  quota  of  up  to  50  percent  in  the  first  half  of  the  year. 
Sugar  imported  under  bond  during  the  current  year  and  chargeable 
against  a  1968  quota  would  be  deducted  from  the  entitlement  each  of  the 
countries  would  have  for  impor  tations  during  the  second  quarter  of 
1968  --  not  from  its  entitlement  for  importations  during  the  first 
quarter . 

Excerpts  from  the  substantive  portion  of  the  statement  of  Bases  and 
Considerations  contained  in  the  Notice  of  Proposed  Rule  Making,  which 
is  set  forth  in  form  and  language  appropriate  for  issuance  of  a  final 
order,  if  adopted  by  the  Secretary  are  as  follows: 
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"Distribution  of  refined  sugar  for  consumption  in  the  United  States 
totalled  about  10,160,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  during  the  12-month 
period  which  ended  September  30,  1967.  This  was  about  200,000  tons 
less  than  the  quantity  distributed  in  the  previous  12-month  period  which 
ended  September  30  ,  1966.  However,  it  cannot  be  assumed  that  the  actual 
consumption  of  sugar  decreased  in  like  degree.  Inventories  of  sugar  in 
the  hands  of  secondary  distributors  and  inventories  of  sugar  and  sugar- 
containing  products  in  the  hands  of  food  processors  were  abnormally  low 
on  September  30,  1965,  and  normal  or  slightly  above  normal  on 
September  30,  1966.  At  the  end  of  September  1967,  such  inventories 
were  again  somewhat  below  normal.  After  allowances  for  thes e  factors  , 
it  would  appear  that  disappearance  of  sugar  during  the  12-month  period 
ending  September  30,  1966, was  of  the  order  of  10  ,  250  ,'000  tons  and  for 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1967  of  about  the  same  magnitude. 

'Absence  of  the  year-to-year  growth  may  have  resulted  largely  .from 
the  fact  that  weather  during  the  most  recent  period  was  not  as  condu- 
cive to  the  consumption  of  sugar  as  in  the  earlier  period  when  the 
weather  was  unusually  favorable. 

"It  appears  reasonable  to  expect  that  sugar  consumption  during  calendar 
year  1968  will  resume  its  long-term  trend  of  increasing  about  inline 
with  population  growth.  On  that  basis,  consumption  of  about  10,400,000 
tons  would  be  anticipated  in  1968. 

"Sugar  requirements  for  calendar  year  1968  will  amount  to  the  sum  of 
actual  consumption,  plus  the  usual  refining  loss  of  about  60,000  tons, 
as  adjusted  by  any  change  which  users,  refiners,  and  importers  may 
elect  to  make  in  their  sugar  inventories  during  the  year.  Those  inven- 
tories at  the  veginning  of  1968  are  now  expected  to  be  larger  than  they 
had  been  a  year  earlier.  What  they  may  be  at  the  end  of  next  year  can- 
not now  be  determined,  but  it  is  possible  that  some  reduction  could 
occur  during  the  year.  A  reduction,  should  it  occur,  would  have  the  effect 
of  reducing  requirements  . 

"The  domestic  price  of  raw  sugar  increased  steadily  during  the  first 
ten  months  of  1967  .  The  average  for  that  period  was  7  .  26  cents  per  pound 
or  four  percent  higher  than  the  6.97  cen.ts.  per  pound  average  for  .the 
first  ten  months  of  1966.  In  the  development  of  this  determination ,  con- 
sideration has  been  given  to  the  desirability  of  obtaining  generally  stable 
prices  that  will  carry  out,   over  the  long  term,   the  price  objectives  of 
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the  Act.  In  recognition  of  the  foregoing  and  all  relevant  criteria,  the 
amount  of  sugar  needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  consumers  in  the 
continental  United  States  is  herein  determined  to  be  10,400,000  short 
tons,  raw  value." 


"In  view  of  the  wide  differential  between  the  price  of  domestic  raw  sugar 
and  the  world  price,  there  would  be  a  strong  tendency  for  an  excessive 
quantity  of  foreign  sugar  to  be  shipped  to  this  country  early  in  1968. 
This  would  likely  preclude  the  meeting  of  the  objectives  of  the  Act. 
Accordingly,  it  is  necessary  that  provision  be  made  for  quantitative 
limitations  on  the  total  importation  of  raw  sugar  from  foreign  countries 
for  the  first  and  second  quarters  of  the  year. 

"The  total  quantity  of  raw  sugar  which  may  be  charged  to  quotas  of 
foreign  countries  during  the  first  half  of  1968  is  established  at 
2,100,000  short  tons,  raw  value.  All  quantities  imported  in  late  1967 
under  bond  for  refining  and  storage  plus  additional  importations  during 
January,  February  and  March  of  1968  of  700,000  short  tons  may  be 
charged  to  foreign  country  quotas  during  the  first  quarter  of  1968. 

"To  give  recognition  to  the  seasonality  of  production  and  movement  of 
sugar  from  foreign  countries,  quota  allocations  to  foreign  countries 
during  the  first  quarter  and  first  half  of  1968  will  primarily  be  based 
on  average  imports  from  such  foreign  countries  during  suchperiods  for 
the  5-year  period  1963  through  1967." 

The  notice  of  Proposed  Rule  Making  is  scheduled  for  publication  in  the 
Federal  Register  of  November  22,  1967.  All  persons  are  afforded  the 
opportunity  to  submit  written  data,  views  and  arguments  prior  to 
December  8,  1967.  They  should  be  mailed  to  the  Director ,  Sugar  Policy 
Staff,  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Cons  ervation  Service ,  U.S.

sharing  relationship  between  producer  and  proces- 
sor which  has  existed  in  recent  years  . 

The  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  requires  pro- 
ducers who  process  sugarcane  grown  by  other 
producers  to  pay  not  less  than  the  price  determined 
by  the  Secretary  to  be  fair  and  reasonable  as  one 
of  the  conditions  for  receiving  Sugar  Act  payments 
on  their  own  production. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  in  Belle  Glade,  Fla.  , 
June  20,  1967.  (See  October  25,  1967  Federal 
Register) .
